Legislature Has Prospect of Two Weeks’ 
: Grind from Now Until Closing 


of Session. 


House should come to Springfield tomorrow 
with their gripsacks packed for a continuous 
stay of two weeks in Springfield.” 

This was the advice given by Speaker er 
man today. Notice has been served upon the 
members of the House that they will be ex- 
pected to remain here next Saturday fer ag 
all-day session. They will not be asked tae 
hold a session on Sunday, but the Speaker 
insists that the House shall reconvene af ® 
o’clock on Monday morning, April 20, and 
a full day’s business on that day. Every prep- 
aration is being made for final adjournment 
on May 3. So far as the indications go, only 
one thing.can happen to prolong the session. 
That will be a reasonable prospect of 
apportionment bills by prolonging the ses- 
sion a few, days. 
If that situation should exist on May 8 the 


time om the session will be extended. 


Beginning on Tuesday next the House will 
hold three sessions daily—morning, after- 
noon, and evening. 

The omnibus appropriation bill, making ap- 
priations for the maintenance of the various 
departments of the State government during 
the ensuing two years, will make its appear- 
ance in the two Houses on Tyesday. So far 
as known, there will be no fight on any 
portion of the measure, and it is likely to go 
through without material change. 

No definite program has been formulated 
regarding the apportionment bills.

The textile list shows a little 
cotton goods being slightly higher and show- 
ing a corresponding firmness, while wool is 
quiet and somewhat weak. Inactivity in the 
latter is said to be due largely to idleness at 
Eastern manufacturing points. 

The grocery list is active and steady, few 
of the articles showing much change. The 
raw sugar situation is somewhat stronger, 
and in some directions higher prices on re- 
fined are anticipated. 

Coal continues steady, the settlement of 
circular rates having had a rather firming 
‘effect. There is little doubt in anthracite 
circles that the present list wiht not be main- 
tained. 

Buyers are in the market in greater num- 
ber for the reason that purchases must 
made and coal actually shipped during Apr 
in order to secure the advantages of pres- 
ent prices. Stocks are not particularly large. 
but are ample for requirements. Orders for 
later shipments: are coming in on a rather 
more liberal scale. 

The week was not an active one in lumber, 
especially hardwoods. AT explanation of 
this is that-country yards have already been 
stocked for early summer Dusiness. Oak 
is the most active/erticle in the hardwood 
list, the movement in this being rather lar- 
ger than in February. or roh. ices re- 
main steady throughout the entire list. 

On the iron and steel situation the Iron 
Age says: Not a cloud is in sight. Con- 
sumption appears to be increasing instead of 
diminishing. The official reports indicating 
a great wheat crop this year are imparting | 
additional confidence to manufacturing con- 
sumers. The market conditions are ideal. 
The present state of affairs is more satis- 
factory than that during the boom two years 
ago. Prices are not so high as to fear they 
may check buying, while the volume of busi- 
ness is so great as to give everybody a good 
share of the trade. The special feature of 
current business is the placing’ of season 
contracts by implement manufacturers, who 
are covering their requirements for the year 
beginning on July 1. 

“(The reduction in the price of Lake Su- 
perior ores was a complete surprise to the 
trade. Pig iron manufacturers seout the 
idea that a corresponding reduction may be 
made in Northern trons, as the demand at 
present is in excess of the production. The 
price of iron is governed by the supply and 
demand, and to a Umited degree by the cost 
of production. Loeal makers are, in fact, 
buying Southern iron to fill contracts. The 
demand for foundry trons may have been 
less the last week than the week previous, 
but a great deal of figuring is. being done, 
and indications point to a much better buy- 
ing movement. Implement manufacturers 
are disposed to contract for their year's sup- 
plies, and other important consumers are 
inspired by satisfactory trade conditions to 
cover their wants for the last half of this 


year.” 
Wheat Holding Firm. 


Wheat held firmly. last week considering 
the high crop promise and poor speculative 
demand. The market helps were a good cash 
demand early in the week, continued liberal 
export movement, and some claims of insect 
damage in the Southwest, which, however, 
had only temporary and rather small effect. 
The best opinion in the trade seemed to be 
that it was too early for any aceurate guess 
as to the probable damage to the crop, and, 
in the face of unusually high prospects, as 
outlined by the government and all standard 
trade authorities,.efforts to. start a crop scare 
were wasted. They were the motive for 
heavy covering by a local speculative short, 
but did not stimulate any new buying. The 
week closed with May e higher than at the 
end of the previous week and July about & 
higher. 

As to the excellent condition ot the growing 
crop, there was general agreement. The 
Northwestern “Miller, the Modern Miller, the 
Orange Judd Farmer, and the Price Current 
all reported the presence of Hessian. fly in 
scattered sections and the spread of the 
Texas louse or parts of Oklahoma, but with 
varying degrees of enthusiasm declared the 
weather conditions nearly perfect for the de- 


pects fine. Yet in spite of these prospects 
the market, after a Sc break, holds steady and 
is still about 5c higher than last year. Specu- 
lators who believe in much lower prices in the 
future are deterred from selling by the big 
outward movement. Clearances for the week 
were 5,306,000 bu, or 1,400,000 bu in excess of 
those of last year and since the beginning of 
the crop year, July 1, 1900, have aggregated 
167,533,246 bu, compared with 157,814,717 bu 
the corresponding period the year before. 
The increase has all come during the few 
months of the calendar year, and heavy local 
sales the last week, around 1,500,000 bu, in- 
dicate that the big: outward 
continue. 


Argentine Shipments Light. 

Argentina, on the other. hand, a dangerous 
competitor in 1900, has 80 tar shipped only 
16,382,000 bu since Jan. 1, or less than half 
her exports up to this time last year. Stocks 
in the visible supply are still large, but there 
was a good decrease last week, There is an 
idea that reserves in first hands are much 
smaller than usual, and. the cash situation 


may. offset the crop promise for some time. 


And there is always the possibility of a 
calamity. or the shadow of a calamity to the 
crop to start prices soaring upward, such as 
the drought in the Northwest last spring, 
even if they fall back later. ‘The fact that 
nature seems to have stored up an unusual 
amount of moisture in the soil, however, 
makes that particular. passibility rather re- 
mote. 

The government estimate of! the ‘wheat 
crops. of the world- for 1900-was tssued last 
week. It makes the total yield 2,586,564,000 
bu, compared. with 2/768,295,000 bu the year 
before, and 2,942,439,000 bu in 1898. The an- 
nual decrease of nearly,200,000,000 bu for two 
years may aécount in part for the higher 


level of values, both in the United States and 


abroad this year, although the general crop 
promise in Europe seems to be nearly as good 
as it ia in this country. 

The course of corn was irregularly upward, | 
although. outside prices were not quite sus- 
tained.

unreal circumstances.”’ 
Adapting the Fourth Gospel. 
Dr. Jones’ sermon was on the fourth gospel, 
the topic being “A New Interpretation of 
Religion, the Decadence of the Creed.“ He 
showed how, according to the higher criti- 
cism, this gospel had taken shape perhaps in 
the first quarter of the second century at 
Ephesus, where the Neoplatonism met the 
Messianic hopes’ of Jerusalem and Paul’s 
exaltation of the Christ, giving this mystic

that 3 like that is taking place to- 
day, a new synthesis of religious thought 
heing formed.

new The new science demands a new 
theology.

the dimensions of the soul to whom they 
appeal, by the permanency of the impression 
they make, and the length of the shadow 
they cast. 

** Science today justifies the centers and 
demolishes only the circumference of re- 
ligious ecstasy. It recognizes the divinity at 
the core of Brahminism, Buddhism, Judaism, 
Christianity, Mohammedanism, and all the 
rest. The affirmations of all of them are 
helpful, the denials of all of them are 
paralyzing. Each one of these great religious 
potencies has been right so far as it has 
inspired the soul with courage to sail on and 
on. They have all been wrong when they 
have cried ‘ halt and taught of some godless 
Ultima Thule, some infidel country where 
God was not and love could not go.“ 

Then, after discussing the idea that the 

fourth g was adapted in the fourth 
century to the needs of time and place, Dr. 
Jones continued: 
1 believe something like that is to take 
place in this first quarter of the twentieth 
century. By the added life and the accumu- 
lated knowledge of 2,000 years the heart 
cries out for an adequate God, the soul 
searches for a Christos, the anointed one; 
that will reveal to us poetry, Uke love, like 
duty, like death, like immortality. 

The sectarian must forget his sectarian 
banner. The worshiper will forget his fears 
and his hatreds. He will-at least want a 
creed as farreaching as his kindly spirit, 
and he will try to bring his work up to his 
worship—though his theology may become 
confused in this effort—he will know his duty 
and seek to doit. The message today in 
religion is not vague, but it is large. It is 
not ambiguous, but it is penetrating.’ | 


LESSON IN CARNEGIE’S LIFE. 


Philanthropies of Iron Master Praised— 
—John D. Rockefeller and dD. 
K. Pearsons. 


“The. Life of Andrew Carnegie and Les- 
sons Drawn from the Philanthropies of John 
D. Rockefeller and Dr. Pearsons ’’ were dis- 
cussed by the Rev. Frank De Witt Talmage 
in Jefferson Park Presbyterian Church last 

evening. 

In the discussion tonight,“ he said, “‘ we 
are not upholding the present social condi- 
tions. We do not believe that society should 
be run in such a way that a fortune of hun- 
dreds of millions could be gathered within 
the lifetime of any one man. But as these 
social conditions do exist we cannot help 
honoring the unknown Scotch lad who, in 
spite of all obstacles, was able to conq er 
the financial world. 

We honor Carnegie, also, because 10 
never helps a man who is not first willing to 
help himself. No healthy man should oa 
given a dinner at your door unless he is 
pelled to work for that meal.

Dr. Alfred Caldecott, the author of The 
Philosophy of Religion in England and 
America ’’ (The Macmillan company), is not 
A person whose name is familiar to Amer- 
feans, but in the future all 
interested in the deeper aspects of philosophb- 
ical inquiry, particularly as related to ques- 
tions of religion, will give warm and grate- 
ful welcome to anything bearing on its title 
page as author the name of the writer of the 
present excellent work. Dr. Caldecott is 
professor of logic and mental philosophy in 
King’s College, London, and was formerly 
dean of St. John's College, Cambridge. 

The book is a model as to form, typography, 
method, analysis, clarity of statement, style, 
and manner. The author has adopted largely 
the historical method. But he has not at- 
tempted to cover all creation. He has Nm- 
ited himself mainly to British and American 
thinkers and to the period since the Reforma- 
tion. This plan does not exclude, however, 
the recognizing of such German and other 
foreign speculation as may have penetrated 
and affected English and American thought. 
In the examination of philosophical prob- 
lems and special philosophical speculation 
the author shows a fine and penetrating in- 
sight and a steady eye that does not grow 

' confused by any mere juggling of words. He 
is excellent in definition, and m clear, exact, 
intelligible statement. Moreover, he evinces 
a happy confidence in the possibilities of good 

lain English for the expressing of thought, 
wever deep or subtle. : 

As a matter of fact—a fact with a long his- 
tory—there is before the mind of man the 
conception of a Supreme Being—necessary 
or self-existing, infinite and eternai, personal 
or spiritual, perfect in goodness and beauty, 
imminent in the universe, yet infinitely 
transcending it. On what grounds is this 

-eonception to be accounted for and held to 
have reality and entitled to belief? The his- 
tory of the belief is one thing, the attempt 
to give a rational explanation of it is another. 

* Keen intelligence and lofty spiritual charac- 
ter, says Dr. Caldecott, have been concerned 
in elaborating and elucidating it. The liter- 
ature of the world, the systems of philosophy, 
the theories of nature, the codes of law, the 
aime of life, and views of human destiny 
would all be impoverished if this belief were 
withdrawn. How do weget this belief? And 
how Is it to be justified? 

As a matter of classification a broad dis- 
Ainction is made between rationalism and 
empiricism. The author also notes thirteen 
distinguishing types of theism "’: The intu- 

. #tional, demonstrative, transcendental, eth- 
) {eal, combined speculative and ethical, social, 
: theiam of feeling, of will and feeling, per- 
4 sonal, intuitive, composite of rational and 
4q émpirical, quasi-theism, and resort to Chris- 
tah revelation alone. In a preliminary note 
of two pages there is given a number of 
“singularly apt definitions of some of the 
terms constantly recurring in the discussion. 
Bader the several types of theism the author 
ves, in strikingly clear and pithy character- 
tion; the distinctive views maintained by 
the representative writers whose works may 
be classified under the various heads. And 
it i@ these critical characterizations and the 
criticisms and appreciations connected with 
them which make up the bulk of this exceed- 
ingly interesting and important work. 

Had the task been less ably done the re- 
sult would have seemed confusing; as it is, it 
will be found peculiarly helpful to compre- 
hensiveness, as- 
sured certainty of conviction.

On reaching France min- 
gied threats and friendly promises were made 
to induce him to return. But instead there- 
of he publicly declared the Sultan to be the 
greatest scoundrel unhung, and for the next 
few months filled the French, English, and 
German press with the most flerce attacks 
upon his imperial brother-in-law, holding 
him up tothe obloquy of the civilized world. 

He Hkewise allied himself with the Young 
Turk party, which aims at the overthrow 
of the present Sultan, the restoration of ex- 
Sultan Murad, and the grant of a national 
constitution to Turkey. 

After long sojourns in France, England, 
and Germany, he made his way to Egypt, 
where he became more than ever a thorn in 
the flesh of the Sultan. Every influence 


which the Sultan could invoke was brought 


to bear for the purpose of securing his de- 
parture from the Land of the Nile, and 
Abdul Hamed actually went to the length 
of forbidding the Khedive’s mother to make 
her customary annual stay at her palace at 
Constantinople and had her expelled by the 
Turkish Governor from the Island of Rhodes, 
where she had large estates, as a manifesta- 
tion of his anger against the Khedive for al- 
lowing Mahmud Damad to reside in Egypt. 
And now, impelled by some motive or other 
of which no one is cognizant, Mahmud 
Damad has suddenly returned to Constanti- 
nople, placing himself within the power of 
his imperial brother-in-law. The latter is 
not the kind of man to forgive or forget an 
injury, and while the Pasha may remain 
under surveillance for some time aha os 
treated with apparent consideration,

If I ask this question it is because 
whenever a MacDonald meets a Campbell 
at table he is in the habit of either passing to 
him or else holding towards him a knife, 
blade foremost—that is to say, pointing the 
biade at him by wey of indicating that this 
act of Campbell treachery at Glencoe has 
never been forgotten or forgiven by the Mac- 
Donalds. I wonder if this ancient custom, 
which has béen practiced by the MacDonalds 
for over 200 years, has been retained by thein 
in this country. I may add that every mem- 
ber of. the clan of Campbell understands the 


custom and appreciates its meaning. 


The palms distributed on Palm Sunday in 
the various churches of Rome were all ob- 
tained on the previous day from the Vatican, 
to which they had been furnished in accor1- 
ance with the annual custom in vogue for the 
last 300 years by the family of Baron Bresca 
of Genoa. The Brescas have possessed tle 
monopoly of furnishing the palms used on 
Palm Sunday by the various churches and 
basilicas at Rome ever since the pontificate 
of Sixtus V., who granted it. It was during his 
occupancy of the chair of St. Peter that the 
immense Egyptian obelisk on the square in 


front of St. Peter's was erected by the primi- 


tive expedient of hauling it into a vertical 
position by means of ropes. Asit was feared 
that the slightest sound might distract tho 
workmen and bring about an accident, a 
Papal edict was issued forbidding anybody 
to speak under the pain of death. 

The work of hauling the heavy monument 
into position therefore went on in perfec: 
silence. But in spite 92 the efforts of the 
workmen the ropes, though stretched to the 
breaking point, refused to act on the pulleys. 
Seeing the danger a Genoese sailor in the 
crowd, named Bresca, forgetting the edict, 
shouted: ‘‘ Wet the ropes, you fools; wet the 
ropes.” Water was brought and the ropes, 
once wetted, quickly brought the obelisk 
into place. Bresca had begn seized by the 
guards for disobeying the command of 
silence. But instead of being put to death he 
received from Pope Sixtus V. for himself and 


for his descendants in perpetuity the monop- 


oly of furnishing all the palms used in the 
Roman churches on Palm Sunday.

Miss Viola Allen's ability to make her act- 
ing throw an illusion over her réle and the 
play made the piece the success it was last 
year and the year before. If the present re- 
vival is to succeed Edward Morgan as John 
Storm must accomplish the same mission 
now. He did not do his full duty last night, 
though he showed the capability. He began 
by speaking in a conversational tone and too 
low. Later, after he saw the reception of the 
play was wavering in the balance, he began 
to overemphasize—a fault which he shared 
with John Mason, and probably for the same 
reason. He also tried to express too much by 
eyebrow signals. Yet the note of power was 
in his impersonation, and it was possible to 
see why he was successful when in Miss 
Allen's company he created the part.
